a Falling Building. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
Kansas Orry, Mo., May 11.—A fear. 
fal storm of wind and rain swept over 
this city to day, continuing from 11 
o'clock to noon. The courthouse, on 
Second street, is totally destroyed above 
the second story. A number of persous 
were hurt there, bat none killed as far 
as known at this time. 
school building, on Eighth street, was 
partially wrecked, and many children 
canght in the ruins. Seven are said to 
have been killed, and the full extent of 
the disaster is not yet known. An over. 
all factory on Second street was blown 
down, aud five deaths are reported from 
there, out of fifteen girls at work 
in the building, while nearly all the 
others are wounded. At 1 o'clock, ro- 
ports from the Lathrop school say tHat 
there are teu badly hurt besides those 
killed. The old water works building, 
near the courthouse, was blown down 
und one or two persons there are miss- 
ing. At the Western Union telegraph 
office but one wire is working out of the 
city, Communication has been estab- 
lished with St. Louis over that wire by 


and Memphis. 

The span of the bridge next to Har 
lem was blown down, and it is reported 
that forty persons were killed at the 
bridge. 


TWENTY PERSONS KILLED. 
Kansas Crry, May 11.—At 3 

as nearly us can be learned am | the 
intense excitement and confusion, about 
twenty persons are killed. Frank 
Smith, of Smith & Moffitt, owners of 
the spice mills situated in the old water 
works building on Second and Main 
streets, ia killed. Deputy Sheriff 
Dougherty 1s buried in the ruins of the 
courthouse, and at 3 o'clock the 
searchers reported his body in sight. 
A teawster, who took retuge in the 
courthouse, is also missing. At the 
Latbrop school eleven children are re- 
ported dead. 

UNSAFE BUILDINGS. 

Of the the four buildings wrecked, 
all were more or less unsound. The 
school building had been twice con- 
demned, and the cou:thouse was by 
many considered unsate. No one was 
killed. exeept in these four houses. 
The storm, though entailing so heavy a 
loss of life, was nothing of the nature 
of the tornado that visited this city 
three years go. It was a violent wind, 


some hail, which turned many streets 
into rivers. Signs, shutters, chimneys, 
to-, were blown down by the gale, and 
4 number ot vehicles were overturned 
in the streets. 

One span at the north end of the 
railroad bridge seross the Missouri 
river was blown int» the river, blocking 
the Hannibal Bed St. Josepn, Rock 
Island, Wabash and Kansas City, St. 
Joseph and railways. 


LATER ACCOUNTS. 


Sensei (hitadren and Faciory 

Kitied—Awfal Sernes, 
Kansas Orrr, May 11.—About 10:30 
o'clock this morning ominous storm 
clouds began gathering over the city. 
They first appeared in the northeast, 
aud surging westward across the city, 
turned suddenly about in their course 
and, descending rapidly, broke upon 
the city in terrific bursts of wind and 
rain that swept all lighter objects before 
them. The darkness was almost like 
night, and people fied to the 
nearest shelter and awaited, with 
blanched faces, the fury of the tempest. 
The clouds seemed to graze the roofs of 
the highest buildings, and poured out 
their torrents in apparently solid masses 
lor a time. The storm struck the city 
in full force about twenty minutes past 
eleven, apd raged for half an bwar. 
The streets were running rivers of water, 
carrying boxes and signs, and other 
similar freight blown from buildings or 
swept by the flood. A vumber of ve 
bicles were overturned, and, in numer- 
ous instances, the drivers abandoned 
their horses to their fate and sought 
refuge in bouses. 
The Latbrop schoo! building occu- 
pied a prominent 
s'réet. he building was sur- 
mounted by a tower, which bad 
for some time been considered unsafe. 
It had been twice condemned, but no 
action bad been taken in the matter. 
This morning the building was crowded 
with children. 

MANY CHILDREN KILLED, 

The tower which yielded with a crash 
carried down the heavy bell, which 
plunged through the inte-vening floors 
to the basement. The ff ct was avful. 
The falling floors preeiz i ated the ter- 
rified children to the basement where 


through them to the ground, and buried 
them from view. The fire department 
and police soon arrived avd an organ- 
ized search was commence l. The dead 
and wounded were taken ont as quickly 
as possible. A dozen dead were taken 
out during the day, and their bodies 
sent to the houses of their sorrowing 
tamilies. 

UNFORTUNATE FACTORY GIRLS. 

At No. 110 West Third street stood a 
three-story brick building in the mid- 
dle of the block, the third floor of which 
was used as an overe!] factory con 
ducted by Hoar Bros. ‘The first and 
second floors were used | y the Grabam 
Paper Company. In the tuciory were 
about twenty five emyloyés, chiefly 
girls. When the storm b oke out they 
started for the cellar, Th» building fell 
sith a crash, being razed en- 
tirely to the ground, and mest 
of the aftrighted girls were caught 
in the rnins. Four bave been men 
out dead. A number of bers are 
wounded, and some are still missing 
A foree of laborers is busy to-night 
upturuing the confused masses of 
bricks and timbers. 
THE COURTHOUSE WRECK. 

The county courthouse stands at 
Second avd Main streets, on the bill, 
exposed to winds from the north and 
west. The building was erected nearly 
twenty years ago, for hotel purposes, 
but when completed was purchased by 
the county for $200,000, and converted 
into a courthouse. The building has 
always been considered rather unsatis- 
factory, and the roof has frequently 
svffered injury from high wods. The 
-torm struck the northwest corner to- 
the roof and the major 
portion of the walls of the third and 
fourth stories. The south wall at the 
east end was blown into the street an 
Deputy Sheriff Dongberty was caught, 
and killed. All others succeeded in 
getting ont of the building alive. 

MORE BUILDINGS DEMOLISHED. 

Ou the northwest corner of Second 
and Main streets stood the two-story 
brick building erected in, 1860 by the 

Santa Fé Stage Company, one of the 
oldest buildings in the city. The 
buildiog bas of late years been occupied 
by the United States engineers. Adjoin- 
ing that on the west was the three-story 
brick coffee and spice mill owned by 
Smith & Moffitt. This building 
was demolished, falling over upon 
the adjoining one, and bath were com 
pletely wrecked. Frank Smith. sevior 
partner of the firm, was taken bleeding 
trom the ruins and died in a short time. 
Mr. Moffitt was badly burt. The debris 
1s being removed to night in the search 
for any who might be buried u

THE STORM ELSEW RERE. 


Ieavenworth and Other Piaces 
Visited by the Gale. 
Lzeavenwostn, Kan., May 11.—At 11 
o'clock to-day a fierce tornado struck 
this city and did an immense amount of 
damage to property. The Morse school 
building, in which were the Superin- 
tendent, twelve teachers a six 
hundred scholars, was the firs: 
large building struck. Half of the roof 
was bl, wn off, but not one pereon was 
burt. The gale then struck the north 
end of the new market- house, tearing 
about forty feet of the roof loose, and 
scattering it in every direction, killing 
three horses and dangerously wounding 
one man, and damaging a stock of hard- 
ware to the extent of about $4000. 
Two railroad bridges were washed 
away, one at Easton on the Kansas 
Central, and one st Fairmount oa the 
Union Pacific. 
Eight barns were blown down in Salt 
Creek valley, eight miles northwest of 
here.
